More  than  11,000  alumni  and 
visitors  turned  out  Nov.  lfj  Eoi 
the  largest  and  most  successful 
Homecoming  in  Northwestern 
State  College's  history.

Guidry,  Latino  Top  Award  Winners  As 
Demon  Gridders  Honored  at  Banquet 


Record  breaking  quarterback 
Don  Guidry  and  junior  linebacker 
Lester  Latino  headed  the  list  of 
award  winners  as  Northwestern's 
1968  football  team  was  honored 
at  its  annual  banquet  Dec.  2. 

Some  200  Demon  grid  backers 
and  players  were  in  attendance 
as  head  coach  Glenn  Gossett  and 
his  assistants  passed  out  awards 
to  10  players. 

Guidry,  who  holds  every  North- 
western passing  and  total  offense 
record,  was  cited  as  the  team's 
most  valuable  player  and  Latino, 
NSC's  leading  tackier  and  reci- 
pient of  the  annual  Demon 
Award,  were  voted  the  team's 
permanent  captains  by  their 
teammates. 

The  Demon  and  MVP  Awards 
are  the  two  highest  given  an- 
nually at  the  banquet. 

Shreveport's  Don  Durham  con- 
tinued his  hold  on  the  NSC  scho- 
lastic award  as  he  compiled  a  3.3 
grade  average  out  of  a  possible 
4.0. 

Northwestern's  top  defensive 
awards  were  taken  by  Wayne 
Estay  of  South  LaFourche,  graded 
80.4  per  cent  for  the  entire  sea- 
son at  middle  guard  and  Kenny 
Hrapmann  of  New  Orleans,  who 
ranked  second  in  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  with  six  pass  inter- 
ceptions, graded  86.4  at  his  safety 
slot. 

In  the  offensive  line,  Bossier 
City's  Shelley  Dickie,  the  De- 
mons' most  versatile  frenchman 
for  the  past  two  seasons,  graded 
82  per  cent  for  the  nine  game 
season. 

Another  Shreveporter,  sopho- 
more halfback  Tony  Papa,  NSC's 


second-leading  rusher  in  1968, 
edged  out  halfback  Vic  Nyvall 
and  split  end  Al  Phillips  for  the 
top  grade  in  the  offensive  back- 
field.  Papa  graded  89.3  overall, 
while  Nyvall  and  Phillips  each 
had  an  89.0  grade. 

Senior  offensive  guard  David 
Centanni  of  New  Orleans  had  his 
greatest  season  at  Northwestern 
and  received  the  knockdown 
award,  an  honor  given  for  block- 
ing, with   153   in   nine  games. 

Guidry,  a  senior  from  Church 
Point,  completed  116  passes  in 
261  attempts  during  the  1968 
campaign,  good  for  1,712  yards 
and  16  touchdowns.  Don  also  led 
the  team  in  rushing  with  389 
yards.  Guidry  finished  his  fabu- 
lous career  at  NSC  with  more 
total  plays,  more  passes  and  com- 
pletions, more  total  yards  and 
more  TD  passed  than  any  quar- 
terback in  Northwestern  history. 

Guidry's  38  touchdown  passes 
in  a  career  is  the  most  ever  by 
a  Gulf  States  Conference  passer.

Demons  Drop  First 
Two  Cage  Contests 

The  Demon  basketball  squad 
opened  the  1968-69  season  against 
two  powerhouses,  North  Texas 
State  and  Stephen  F.  Austin,  and 
were   0-2   after   two   contests. 

North  Texas  stopped  NSC  114- 
84  when  the  Demons  hit  only  41 
per  cent  from  the  field  and  SFA, 
with  the  Demons  shooting  only 
38  per  cent,  took  a  98-91  decision 
in  NSC's  first  home  game  of  the 
season. 

James  Wyatt,  Northwestern's 
two-time  all-GSC  forward,  led 
the  Demons  in  scoring  in  both 
games  as  he  hit  for  17  points  in 
the  opener  and  24  against  SFA. 
Wyatt  also  collected  24  rebounds 
in  the  second  tilt. 

NSC  opened  its  Gulf  States 
Conference  schedule  Dec.  9  at 
Southwestern  after  hosting  La- 
mar Tech  Dec.  6.  The  Demons 
had  a  road  game  slated  with  La- 
mar Dec.  12  before  returning 
home  to  meet  Southwest  Texas 
Dec.   14. 

The  remainder  of  the  Demons' 
December  schedule  included 
games  at  Louisiana  College,  Dec. 
16,  at  home  against  Southwest 
Baptist,  Dec.  20  and  the  Kiwan- 
is  tournament  at  Pine  Bluff,  Ark. 
Dec.  27-28.
